The Dupleix 
with the present homeward mail was announced for Suez 
direct, calling only at coaling stations, and had in consequence 
an unusually heavy freight-list. «© — we Pe ee 
Regarding Japanese politics, the Japan Herald says :—From 
Osaca we hear that the new Shiogoon, Stotsbashi, is devoting 
to the public business of Japan an amount of intelligence, 
energy, and earnestness, seldom, if ever, exhibited by rulers in 
this country. He is a great favourite with the Mikado, and 
the sanction of the Celestial sovereign attends all his efforts for 
the public good. Already a suspense of hostilities, which we 
hope may lead to final peace, has been arranged with Nagato ; 
and the Shiogoon is preparing at Kioto for a meeting of all 
the great Daimios having territorial rights of their own. 
Before that meeting, and in the presence of the Mikado, 
Stotsbashi will,‘ we understand, lay frankly. his whole policy ; 
which is no other, we are assured, than the faithful and complete 
execution of the treaties with foreign nations, and the advance- 
ment of the country in the ways of modern civilisation ; he 
will also call upon all present to make a similar declaration o 
their views on the great topics of the times. : 
From Osaca we hear little else of importance. It is reported 
among well-informed Japanese circles, that Stotsbashi has 
ordered that in future all his cavalry are to use European 
saddles ; and that after a certain time Japanese officials are to 
dispense with their two-.swords in the streets. Whether this 
applies to all, or only to those in the immediate neighbourhood 
of foreigners.or not is uncertain. The idea gains ground 
that there will be no more fighting between’ Nagato and the 
Shiogoou. : , 
There is no further account of rice riots, but we are please 
to find that the Japanese Government: have sent an agent by 
the last mail to Saigon to: obtain 40,000 piculs of rice. Ona 
former occasion, when a cargo of rice was imported, its sale 
The reason it 
appears was that the Samourai and others obtain their pay in 
this esculent, and as they have to sella portion to supply other 
wants, they object to the importation as tending to cheapen 
their commodity. Pressure and want, however, has compelled 
the Government to sanction the removal of all impediments. 
On the 2nd inst. a meeting took'place at the British Lega- 
tion, by invitation of his Excellency Sir Harry Parkes, at which 
a committee was formed to draw up a prospectus of .an insti- 
tute’ or association for providing a public library and reading 
room, ¢combjned'with such other amusements as would be likely 
to obtain universal support, and prove beneficial and useful, to 
all classes of the community. The committee. has. already 
been at ‘work, and a goodly number have put down their names 
as subscribers. oe. | 
“A few. days before the departure of the mail (says the 
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Herald) one of the members of the Gorogio, Inabe Mino no 
kami, paid a visit to Yohohama. He was present on the 
12th: November at the distribution of prizes at the Franco- 
Japanese College. On the same day he paid a visit to H.MS. 
Princess Royal; and on the 13th a special parade of H.M. 
2-9th regiment took place before him and his Excellency Sir 
Parry Parkes, both accompanied by a brilliant suite. The hour 
appointed for the review was 10 am., but at that hour Inaba 
Mino-no-kami was engaged with another Minister, and perhaps 
ignorant of the great value set upon punctuality by Europeans, 
was too late to witness the commencement of the operations. 
Whether on his arrival he was as much interested as he was ex- 
pected to be, is rather doubtful ; for, except when his attention 
was particularly called to any particular movement, he seemed 
to be more taken up with the suite of his Excellency and 
with the crowd, than he was with the soldiering ; but to him 
everything was so novel, that we are not surprised that his eyes 
were everywhere. Of course he expressed himself much grati- 
fied. We wish we could see the members of the Japanese 
aristocracy among us more frequently so that the sight of 
Europeans in numbers and of European scttlemeuts were no 
longer curiosities to them. 

We (Japan Times) have to note the departure of Sir Harry 
Parkes and the staff of his legation to Yedo, where they will 
most probably remain for a couple of months. No particular 
reason is assigned for this move. We have also to note the 
arrival of H.M.S. Adventure, with Admiral King on board 
from Shanghai and Nagasaki. She left the latter port on the 
‘th Nov., and came by tho Inland Sea, She stayed a day at 
Simonoseki, where she found the 4rgus, and reports everything 
quiet in that quarter, the armistice, which we mentioned some 
time back, being still unbroken. There wero no signs on either 
side of the Straits of any warlike operations, and it is believed 
that the war is virtually over. 

A case involving a principle important to the mercantile 
eommunity had been tried in the British Consular Court, before 
¥. G@. Myburgh, Esq. This wasa claim made by Messrs. R. 
Lindan and Co., merchants in Yokohama, for $156.47, upon 
the manager of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Company, 
under the following circumstance. On Friday, 27th Oct., 
plaintiffs paid into the Oriental Bank a cheque of Messrs. 
Walsh, Hall and Co.’s for $12,000, drawn upon the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Bank, which being presented for payment after 
effice hours, the manager endorsed “ good for $12,000” with 
his initials, On the 28th Oct. plaintiff sent to the Oriental 
Bank a cheque for $3,370.50 drawn upon the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank by Messrs. Randon and Co., the two cheques 
being specially intended as payments for 42,600 boos belong- 
ing to plaintiffs, deposited in the Oriental Bank, and sold 
by them for delivery on the 28th ult. After banking hours 
on Saturday, the 28th, the plaintiffs had a letter from the 
manager of the Oriental Bank, stating that the cheques had 
been twice presented and payment refused. Plaintiffs made 
immediate inquiry at the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, ac- 
companied by Mr. Walsh, and ascertained that both drawers 
had ample funds in the bank’s hands. As they had to deliver 
the boos that afternoon, they were compelled to borrow $42,600 
of Messrs. Walsh, Hall, and Co., and now claimed $15.37, three 
days’ interest on $15,370.50, being for the time that elapsed 
between the presentation of the cheques and their ultimate 
payment; and 426 boos from 306, equal to $141.10, being 
1 per cent. commission on boos 42,600. 

The defendant pleaded as follows :—I1st. That Messrs, R. Lin- 
dan and Co. are not constituents of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank ; and that “‘ a banker is under obligation only to his-cus- 
tomer, who may maintain an action at law against him for non- 
payment of his cheque; bat the person in whose favour the 
cheque is drawn has no such remedy against the banker ;” and 
2nd.—That the accuracy of the statements in the said petition 
is not admitted. 

The evidence taken was very lengthy. but its general tenor 
will be gathered from the decision of the Court, which was as 
follows :— 


“* DEcis10N.—The question which, in the opinion of the Court, it is 
necessary to determine in the case is, ‘whether the plaintiffs were the 
holders of the cheques in dispute when these were presented for payment 
on Saturday, the 27th of October, at the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, 
of which the defendant is the manager.’ 

“ [t appears that on the afternoon of Friday, the 26th of October, the 
plaintiffs sent to the Oriental Bank for collection the cheque for $12,000 
which is the one more prominently noticed in the evidence adduced. After 
banking hourson that day it was sent, bearing the stamp of the Oriental 
Bank, to the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, with a request to the de- 
fendant to send in return a cheque on the Chartered Mercantile Bank, or, if 
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too late, to initial it. He not only initialed it, but also wrote on the face of it 
‘good for $12,000,’ thus binding himself to the Oriental Bank for that sum. 
Thus accepted, it was received back by the Oriental Bank as satisfactory 
security for the amount, Of this there can be no doubt, for on the following 
morning, the 27th October, this amount, toyether with that of the other 
cheque for $3,370.50, was placed to the credit of tho plaintiffs in the 
books of the Oriental Bank, which, thus ceasing tu be the agent of the 
plaintiffs, constituted itself their debtor for these amounts, regarding the 
bills as so much money, and becoming the actual proprietor or holder of 
the bills; for a banker would bardly be so rash as to credit a customer 
with a sum of money if he had not that sum, or what he deemed equiva- 
lent security for it, in his hands. And the subsegueut conduct of the 
Oriental Bank leaves no room to doubt this conclusion, for when the 
cheques were presented at the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank at half- 
past-ten, and payment was not made—the defendant deferring the time 
of payment till one o'clock—the Oriental Bank, exercising its own discre- 
tion, agreed to such postponement by raising no objection to it—and 
thereby not only assumed a responsibility of all that might occur during 
this postponement, but virtually acknowleded itself as the holder and 
owner of the bills. Let it be supposed, for the sake of argument, that 
during the interval intelligence had arrived that the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank had failed, causing the branch of the bank here to stop 
payment; in such an event, the plaintitts would surely not have been the 
sufferers. 

“It would have been otherwise if the Oriental Bank had simply acted 
as an agent, and with a desire to be relieved of all responsibitity for any 
damage that might occur from tho delay in the payment, if, on failing to 
obtaiv payment on the first presentation, it had immediately given notice 
to the plaintiffs—which could have been done in a few minutes—and thus 
enablsd them to obviate the difficulty which had gfven rise to the present 
action—but the Oriental Bank only appears to have thought it necessary 
to do so and to return the bills to the plaintiifs on failing a second time to 
obtain payment, and after banking hours on Saturday, when it was too 
late to be of any avail that day. On the Monday following the bills were 
cashed by the defendant. While, then, the action of the defendant cannot 
be held to be altogether blameless, the decision at which the Court has 
arrived is that the plaintiffs have no cause of action against the defendant. 
They must, therefore, be nonsuited, and the costs of the Court paid by 
them.” 

Among the passengers conveyed by the Dupleix on her pre- 
sent voyage we observe the name of Koide Yama-tono-kami, 
Japanese Ambassador to Russia, and his suite, composed of 
eleven officers and seven servants, to Shanghai. 

Regarding the company of Japanese performers mentioned 
in our last, the Herald says—* Professor Risley and hi3 troupe 
of Japanese leave in the Archibald for San Francisco in a day or 
two. We wish we could detail to our readers the paraphernalia 
they take with them. Suffice it, that in all respects it is superb ; 
and the artists they have engaged are of such a quality as will 
make their fame resound throughout all the States they visit, 
whether in Europe or America.” 

A sad accident is reported to Captain Eaton, R.N., of the 
gunboat Firm. It occurred on his return froma ride to Kana- 
sawa, in which he was accompanied by Mr. Whitfield. On the 
road, about four miles from Yokohama‘ were some pack- 
horses, one of which was laden with timber. In passing rapidly 
the pack-horse started and brought his load heavily against 
Captain Eaton, who, after passing about a dozen yards, rolled 
over the side of his horse into a paddy-field. Being unable 
to raise himself, his companion, with the assistance of some 
labourers, removed him to a small tea-house about 100 yards 
from the spot,on a door. On examination it was found his leg 
was broken just below the knee. Mr. Whitfield immediately 
dispatched a coolie to Yokohama, on his own pony, with a note 
to Mr. Smith, at the club, who immediately sent for medical 
assistance, The Japanese were extremely kind. Some 
sailors had passed some little time before, and Mr. 
Whitfield writing on a piece of paper that they would be 
of service if they returned, the men vied as to who should take 
it ; they overtook the sailors, who hastened at once to the place, 
and about an hour after the accident, on the sailors reaching 
the tea-house, Mr. Whitfield, doubtful lest his note should have 
miscarried, requested them to stay with Captain Eaton, whilst 
he, mounting the other horse, rode into the settlement. He 
found Dr. Jenkins aud Dr. Dunwoodie both proceeding to the 
spot, the latter accompanied by six marines with a stretcher. 
On exawination it was found to be a severe compound fracture. 
Captain Eaton was ultimately conveyed to the Naval Hospital, 
where everything was done to :lleviate his sufferings, and it 1s 
hoped amputation will be unnecessary. 

The foliowing commercial report is from the overland Japan 


Times:— 

Imports.—A sensible improvement has taken place in business since 
our last repurt was issued, and although the amount of transactions is not 
what we ought to expect at this time of the year, we trust that the 
better feeling is an indicatiun that the war has been brought to a clos 
and the first symptom of a return of trade to ils normal activity. Grey 
Shirtings have continued to attract attention, and our quotations show 
that a further advance has been established. We hear, indeed, of sales at 
still higher prices than those stated below, but presume that the quality 
was somewhat superior to ordinary importations, and do not therefore 
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consider them as establishing a market rate. Settlements are estimated 
at about 20,000 pieces. Cotton Yarn is also in somewhat better de- 
mand, but the inquiry is almost exclusively for 16-24 S. and 38-42 
S., of which the supply is limited. Holders are disposed to be firm, 
as the probable failure of the native Coffon crop will greatly increase 
the value of foreign Yarn. Black Velvets continue scarce, and arrivals 
bring full rates; purple are unsaleable except when assorted with 
black. Chintzes are dull and the stock extremely large; we hear from 
Nagasaki that the market there is also considerably overstocked. Taffa- 
chellas have found buyers to a limited extent and deliveries are rather 
better; with the present excessive supply it is hopeless however to expect 
higher rates. We hear of sales of some 4,000 pieces S S Camlets at our 
quotations. During the fortnight several parcels of Ningpo Cotton have 
been imported, and have been readily taken by the trade at our quotations, 
which show a fair margin upon Shanghai rates. The greater portion was 
sold to arrive under contract, and we may judge from these operations 
that the native crop will this season prove extremely deficient. We also 
have to notice an arrival of Rice from Shanghai which was sold at $5.85 
per picul. It is stated that large orders have been sent to Saigon by the Go- 
vernment, under the auspices of the officials of one of the Treaty Powers, 
but we trust that there is no foundation for the report that a monopoly cf 
80 important a trade has been virtually granted to any individual firms. 
The Heroes of Alma bad arrived with a general cargo. 

Exprorts.—Silk: By the last mail we reported slight symptoms of 
weakness in prices. This continuing, business was actively resumed imme- 
diately, which soon had the effect of hardening the market; the news per 
Cadiz then induced buyers to operaie so eagerly as to raise the demands 
of holders, and all classic silks immediately went up to the top prices cf 
the season, a rise on these sorts being established of fully 30 to 40. 
Several lots of AMybash have found buyers, for instance, at 6410 to 960. 
Ida has appeared in loose hanks, and is saleable at £740 to 300. Oshus 
have been sold at 3340 tu S70, and Ausilus at 3700 to 510—all the best 
qualities. Such has been the demand (about 1,100 bales going forward 
by the two steamers) that inferior and unclassed silks have shared most 
disproportionately in the rise. Arrivals have been pretty free, but the 
proportion of good silk on the market is very much reduced. Stocks of all 
kinds are estimated at 530 piculs, settlements about 1,100, 

In Sek Eggs the business has been unimportant, but about 1,100 boxes 
go forward by the Dupleix. Cucouns are still inquired for, and taken at 
rates, 

TEA.—Throughout the fortnight the demand we noticed as commencing 
as soon as dealers brought forward the finer sorts has continued, Arrivals 
have been freer, but ull fine teas were taken so cagerly that prices at first 
rather stiffened than otherwise; but we do not change our quotations, as 
we notice a slightly easier feeling during the last three days. Mr. R. E. 
Price estimates settlements at 2,100 piculs and unsold stuck about 7,3U0 
piculs. 

NAGASAKI. 

The John Bunyun has sailed for London, despatched by 
Messrs. Rainbow, Lewis, and Co., with the following cargo :— 
Tea, black, 44,995 lbs.; Uncoloured Japans, 970 Ibs; 
Coloured Japans, 442,664 lbs. ; and 715 packages sundries, of 
which 169 contained curios shipped to the Paris Exhibition by 
the Prince of Satsuma. 

The following is from Messrs. Alt and Co.’s “ Market Re- 
port :’— 

Imports.—The improvement in imports recorded in our last continues, 
and a fair inquiry exists for most articles. Grey and White Shirtings and 
T-Cloths are in moderate demand, and of the latter there are no stocks. 
White and Dyed Spots and White Brocades are dull of sale. Dyed 
Brocades are wanted, and stocks light. Fancy Prints and Taffechellas are 
in heavy stock, with only asmall inquiry for the latter. ‘Turkey Red 
Prints (heavy goods) and Cambrics are in good demand, with no stocks. 
Quotations for Cotton Yarn are nominal, there having been no supplics 
for some time past. Camlets are in good stock, with but moderate inquiry 
at quotations, which show a loss of about 10 per cent. on cost. Long 
Ells are, however, readily saleable at quotations. For Black and Scarlet 
Spanish Stripes there is a small demand. Figured Orleans are much 
wanted, also Lustre Orleans. Camlet Cords, Crape Lastings and Velvets 
are saleable at quotations. In Metals, Lead and Spelter are wanted, but 
Tin Plates and Iron are very dull of sale. Coal is in small demand, at 
18 to 19 dollars per ton with moderate stocks. 

ExPorts.— Supplies of produce have arrived freely, and a good busi- 
ness has been done in most staple articles during the month. Vegetable 
Wax and Tobacco are in less demand, present high rates checking busi- 
ness. Galls are wanted and scarce. Camphor is in less demand, with a 
tendency to lower rates. Small settiemeuts of Sulphur have been made 
at quotations, Tea: Although fine leat continues scarce, inedium to good 
qualities are accumulating, and prices are again lower. Settlements are 
estimated at about 1,500 piculs. The John Bunyan for Lundou is full, 
and the Christian Rankin has laid on for New York. Silk: About 1U0 
piculs have been received, but no settlements are effected yet. 

ExcuancGe.—6 months’ bills on London, 4s. 74d. to 43. 8d. On 
Shanghai, 10 days, par. On Hong Kong, nominal.  Itzibous have fluc- 
tuated during the month from 298 to 310; present rates are 302 to 305. 
Freights to London, £2 10s. New York, +2 10s. per ton of 40 feet. 
Shanghai, $3 to 3.50. Hong Kong, nominally, 3.50 to 4. Tonnage 
continues plentiful. Vessels loading: Carnarvonshire and John Bunyan, 
London ; Christian Rankin, New York; Kaffir Chief, Shanghai. 

HAKODADI. 

A great fire took place in Makodadi on the 29th October ; 

upwards of 500 houscs were burnt down, and all business was 


suspended for two days. There is no other news from this port, 
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KOREA. 
The present mail brings further intelligence regarding the 
recent important events in Korea. ‘The actual fate of the crew 
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and passengers of the General Sherman is still uncertain, for 
two French missionaries who have eseaped state that they were 
all decapitated on the 2nd of September, before the vessel wag 
burnt. 

It is stated that among the papers which Mr. Thomas had 
with him on board the General Sherman was a despatch from 
Prince Kung to the Korean authorities, instructing them to 
treat the foreigners with respect, siating that it was useless to 
oppose them, and that Mr. Thomas would explain the object of 
their mission satisfactorily. In the outrage committed upon 
the vessel and its occupants, it therefore now appears that the 
Koreans have been guilty of offering defiance to the Chinese 
with whom hitherto they”have been upon friendly terms. The 
peculiar nature of their relations to China renders it difficult to 
know the exact bearing of this disrespect ; as though they are 
nominally tributary, their allegiance does not involve any politi- 
cal dependence or protection. 

A correspondent at Chefoo gives the following particulars 
regarding the departure of Mr. Thomas in the ill-fated vessel :— 
«“ Not more than a month after the French men-of-war had 
been here and gone south to attend to some trouble in Saigon, 
Mr. Thomas arrived from Peking. He said he was going with 
the French to Korea aud that he had been deputed to go by 
the Trench Minister, 1 do not kuow in what capacity; and I 
was disappoluted at having been unable to obtain any informa- 
tion before tye French Adiiral took iis departure for Saigon, 
this lutter event having taken place a short time before Mr, 
Thomus’s arrival. Ilowever, either directly or indirectly, 
he conveyed the impression that he should probably 
remain here until the French vessels returned; none of us 
suspected that he would go to the Korea in any other 
way. While Mr. ‘Thomas was thus apparently awaiting 
the return of the French there arrived from Tientsin Mr. 
Hogarth, of the firm of Meadows and Co. He said he had come 
by steamer from Ticntsin and intended going to Pasiette in the 
American vessel General Sherman, which vessel he had left 
nearly ready to leave Tieutsin, with the understanding that she 
should cali at Chefoo and take bim ou board for Pasiette. Mr. 
Thomas aud Mr. Hogarth appeared to have no “oneness ” of 
purpose while here. But when the General Sherman arrived, 
Alr. Thomas bade us a mysterious sort of goodbye and then we 
expected the Generud Sherman would go to Korea, for why 
should Mr. Tnomas care to go to Pasiette ? The vessel scarcely 
stopped here half a day. No one here unless Messrs. Meadows 
and Co. knew that Mr. Thomas would go in the General 
Sherman. But now I think it is generally believed that Mr. 
Thomas while yet at Tientsin ov his way here made an 
arrangemont to go in that vessel. ‘The rest of the story is 
known to your readers.” 

A private letter from the Korea gives the following additional 
information :— 

“In addition to what I have already written, I have now to 
report the loss of the American schooner General Sherman, aud 
the murder of the whole of her crew, so that if France would 
not attach much interest to the murder of French subjects, 
there is another nation to push on matters as regards their own 
subjects. Owing to the long period of inaction on the part of 
the foreigners, the mandarins appear to have lost all fear of them, 
and consequently are sure to carry out the orders to exterminate 
ull Christians, orders so often acted upon only partially, but that 
uow imay take effect actually by whoiesale since they are no 
louger apprehensive of any danger, Naturally enough a question 
may beusked as tu the real cause of the murder of the whole 
crew of tue unfortunate schooner, and the answer is that it 
Was & Simple bravado of the Koreans, treating with defiance 
a sceret despatch from the Peking Governinent, with reference 
to their imprudence of action as regards Europeans, and warn- 
ing them at the same time to avoid getting into any difficulties 
with them. This dispatch was received in Korea on the 15th 
August. The Regent, instigated by his Ministers, replied that 
it was not the first time that the Koreans had put Europeans 
to death, that China was not to meddle in the matter, and that 
what the Koreans had done before they would continue doing ! 
The text of both documents was widely circulated throughout 
Korea. We had them ourseives, but we overlooked, in the 
hurry of getting away,to keep thom. After the disaster to the 
uufortunate orew of the echouner, the Koreaus visited two 
Chinese junks, and searched them,thoroughly expecting to meet 
with some more Europeans secreted on board ; not finding them, 
however, and under the pretence that the juuks were carryig 
on contraband trade, because some shirtings, contraband articles, 
were found on board, they put both crews to death.” 
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The P. and O. mail of the 26th September, arrived out on 
the 13th Nov. ‘The dates, owing to the detention of {the 
steamer, are up to the 24th instead of the 20th. 

A few weeks ago we drew attention to the preponderating 

power in the empire held by the Viceroy of the two Kiangs, 
and pointed out that the result of a coalition between him and 
Tsenkwo-fan would be to make these two mandarins virtual 
masters of Central China. Moreover, Chekeang overawed, 
Fohkien poor, Kwantung and Kwansi exhsusted by chronic re- 
bellion, could offer them ‘no assistance while the North-West 
was disaffected, The effort of the Government to sow per- 
manent dissention between them had failed as their temporary 
misunderstanding had been removed, and a rapprochement ef- 
fected. Whether or not they contemplated using this power 
for their own aggrandisement was an open question, but there 
is no doubt that the power existed, and that the fact was causing 
uneasiness in the Councils of the Emperor. 
We now hear of a schemo which, whether promotcd by the 
Imperial Government or emanating from the local mandarins, 
bears every appearance of being intended as a counterpoise to 
the Tseng-Li coalition. The Viceroys of Fohkien and Che- 
keang, and Kwantung and Kwangsi, have agreed to club funds 
for the: construction at Foochow of a foundry and dockyard, 
which shall place not only guns but gunboats at their disposal. 
About tls. 3,000,000 is the estimated outlay, a sum which will 
not, however, we suspect, permit the attainment of so great 
results as are hoped for. Shipbuilding is rather an expensive 
luxury, and the importation of workmen and material from 
France 18 an expensive conimencement. Two French gentle- 
men, Messrs. Giquel and d’Aigucbelle, are, we believe, at 
the head of the scheme, and purpose to carry it out 
with the aid .of skilled foreign labour. Ten gunboats are to 
be built and the Chinese to ke instructed in working 
them, during a period of six years, at the conclusion of which 
it is assumed that they will be able to do without foreign su- 
perintendence—to carry on their own foundry, and to navigate 
their own craft. Theoretically no scheme could be better 
devised or more praiseworthy. Practically, the likelihood of 
the latter portion being realised is most remote. There is no 
reason why the gentlemen in question, aided by Kuropean 
workmen, should not attain the same success which Macartney 
has earned at Soochow. But that every foreigner concerned 
will disinterestedly retire at the end of six years, or that the 
Chinese will be able to dispense with their aid, is in the high- 
est degree improbable. 

However this may be, we sincerely wish them success. The 
weakness of the authorities has been frequently pointed out as 
one cause of the frequent disturbances with China; and among 
the tubulent populations of Fokhien and Kwantung the influence 
of the local mandarins is notoriously small. People who go out 
armed to till the fields, and indulge in skirmishes with the 
inhabitants of another village with which their own is at enmity 
by way of occasional recreation, are somewhat difficult to cou- 
trol. Asa rule, we believe, the officials are constrained to leave 
them much to their own devices, and these are generally incon- 
sistent with even Chinese notions of order and propriety. The 
possession of afew guus may perhaps enable the mandarins to 
curb some of these eccentricities, and to exercise more than a 
nominal authority. Besides, however, a desire to improve the 
condition of the people, we have a direct interest in strengthen- 
ing the hands of the authorities, in the prospect of enabling 
them to place some restrictions on the pirates who swarm on 
these coasts. ‘The satisfaction, too, with which, for these rea- 
sons, we regard the initiation of the scheme in question is un- 
alloyed by the slightest apprehension that any military know- 
ledge foreigners may impart to the Chinese will ever be used 
with effect against themselves. At first, possibly, the latter 
may imagine that the possession of foreign guns will enable 
them to compete successfully with a foreiyn force. But should 
such a foolish impression ever lead to collision, their enlighten- 
ment will be speedy and effectual. 

The following items are from the North China Herald of the 
17th and 24th Nov. :— 

A meeting of the amateur performers of Shanghai has been 
held, at which it has been resolved to join their forces and 
constitute themselves a dramatic company, placing their theatri- 
cal property at the common disposal of the members. Sufficient 
money has been subscribed to fit up a godown as a theatre for 
a short time, at the expiration of which the property would 
have tobe sold; but a strong opinion has been expressed in 
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favour of, if possible, erecting a wooden building at a slightly 
increased cost, instead of expending a sum in fitting up a go- 
down. The meeting was adjourned to enable the committec 
to-ascertain whether they could raise the necessary funds for 
the enlarged scheme,—estimated at 6,000 tacls, of which 3,500 
taels are already subscribed. 

A meeting of members of the gymnasium has also been held, 
at which a satisfactory state of finance was exhibited ; the trea- 
surer being able to place $250 as a reserve fund, after having 
paid $213.64 for new appliances. But though the monetary 
affairs of the gymnasiuin are flourishing, the daily attendance is 
hardly commensurate with the number of members on the list. 
It is essential to enjoyment of an afternoon at a gymnasium 
that there should be a number of men present to join in the 
exercises, and stimulate each other by competition. We are 
glad to learn that some “Shanghai games ” on the model of the 
“ Olympian,” are shortly to be held, and have no doubt they will 
give a fresh impulse to this very healthy means of recreation. 

Mr. F. B. Johnson has been unanimously elected chairman 
of the Municipal Council. 

It was thought likely that tho first paper hunt of the season 
would take place to-day. The cotton stalks, however, are not 
yet nearly all cut, and the country is consequently so blind 
that it would be impossible to find the scent. The weather is 
now evcrything that can be desired, so it is likely that the 
vpening will nut be delayed longer than another week. 

We are glad to learn that there is at length a prospect of 
something being done to the Yang-king-pang Creek. About 
10,000 tls. are required to complete cleansing its channel 
and to reconstruct the bridges. Half of this sum the English 
and French Consuls have agreed to divide between them, if 
the ‘Taotai will contribute the remainder. As he bore a half 
share of the expense incurred in the spring, there is little doubt 
that he will agree to this proposal. A robbery was committed 
last week in the city which created some excitement amongst 
the inhabitants, and brought the Taotai in person to the scene 
of the exploit. The thieves cscaladed the city wall, near Porte 
Montauban, robbed a house a short distance inside of about 
$1,000 worth of gold ornaments, and returned by the way they 
had come. 

A meeting of volunteers has also been held, to discuss the 
advisability of re-arming the corps. Considerable difference of 
opinion prevailed, as will be seen from the report, aud we do 
not imagine that it will be found possible to give effect to the 
resolution adopted, for the purchase of 100 rifles on the Snider 
principle, as we doubt the collection of half the requisite funds. 

We are glad to learn that the Municipal Council have decided 
on paying the outstanding debts of the Bubbling Well Road, 
amounting to tls. 935.62, out of the balance of funds at their 
disposal, after paying the repairs of the road and bridges. The 
title deeds of the road will then be handed over by H.B.M. 
Consul to the Council, and a regular transfer of the property 
effected. 

The steamer Whampoa, which left for Nagasaki on the 18th, 
has been obliged to put back through stress of weather, ex- 
perienced on the following day. ‘The decks, we learn, leaked 
so badly that water poured through on the boilers, causing the 
steam 10 condense as soon as it was generated. 

Great commotion has been excited in the opium market by 
heavy failures among uvative dealers. Fifteen hundred packages 
of tea saved from the Ellen Lodger have been sold, realising 
tls. 9,500. 

The success which has followed the revivification of the 
North China branch of the Asiatic Society has fully equalled, 
if not excecded, the hopes of those who were instrumental iu 
raising it from its ashes ; aud has practically contradicted the 
apprehensions expressed that the supply of contributions would 
soon be exhausted. Thus far, at least, no symptom of such a 
calamity has become apparent ; every successive meeting giving 
proof rather of increasiug strength than of decadence. No op- 
portunity has been lost to enlist new recruits, and most of the 
gentlemen whose long residence in the country and acquaintance 
with the inhabitants and the language especially fit them for 
contributors, have been induced to enrol themselves as members. 
By many of these papers of high interest and valuc have already 
been contributed—witness the names of Williams, Edkins, Mar- 
tin, Wylic, &c. ; and many others on the list are well able to 
enrich its records. The sources of the information which it is 
the object of the society to accumulate are well-nigh inex- 
haustible ; and its career, hitherto, is an earnest that it will 
worthily fulfil its object. 
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The following on the credit given by foreign merchants to 
the Chinese is from the Recorder :— 

It is'a significant circumstance and strikingly illustrative of 
the unsoundness of the system of trade in China, that a claim 
for no less a sum than tls. 80,000 was brought by Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co. versus [the Tuck-Sing-Hong for 
amounts due on account of goods consigned to the defendants. 
That goods worth such a sum as this should be placed at the 
disposal of a Chinese merchant upon his own credit is certainly 
an evidence of the trustworthiness of the natives which we should 
scarcely expect in an ordinary way to meet with; and it may 
become a question whether in the face of the constant warnings 
which have been received in one way and another, such an action 
does not rather betray an over eagerness for trading and an over- 
speculativeness on the part of the consignor, than respectability 
and trustworthiness on that of the consignee; the more espe- 
cially as the event proves some serious reasons to have become 
apparent for suspecting that the Tuck-Sing-Hong have rendered 
account sales at lower prices than the goods were sold at. It 
is clear.that abstractly considered there is no reason why goods 
to the amount of £20,000 or £30,900 should not be consigned 
toa Chinaman as well as to a foreigner; but we must own 
there appears to be a somewhat comical inconsistency in the 
first trusting a man to such an amount and then not hesitating 
to entertain suspicions of him such as a few people would lay 
to the charge of the veriest pettifogger in mercantile affairs. 

The remedy suggested is equally characteristic. Upon the 
bare assertion that account sales have not been rendered and 
that they suspect foul play on the part of the consignee of the 

goods, they ask the Mixed Court, a mere magisterial tribunal, to 
take steps for seizing the defendant’s books at Newchwang, 
Tientsin, and at other ports, as wellas at Shanghai. The re- 
quest is certainly a strong one ; and, no less than amount of the 
suit, gives evidence of strange notions as to the way in which 
business can be conducted with a Chinaman, It seems to show 
that blind confidence at the outset and arbitrary compulsion when 
a difficulty arises, are considered to form the rule of conduct 
which should guide the mercantile relations between foreigners 
and the natives. The Court, we think very justly, ordered the 
plaintiffs to produce evidence of injury in one special case, and 
this we presume they will endeavour to do at its next sitting, 
though we question very much whether more good will result 
from this suit thau from so many other similar matters which 
are brought before that tribunal. ‘The fact, however, of the 
well koown difficulty in obtaining redress from the natives 
ought to make people the more cautious in trusting them, and 
it is certainly anomalous to find on the contrary that more 
credit is accorded to Chinese than would be given by a prudent 
man of business, even to foreigners of standing and re- 
spectability. 

If the present were a single instance of the over-confidence 
placed by foreigners in Chinese it would be scarcely necessary 
to allude to the subject ; but matters have gone such a length 
in this respect, that every opportunity should be seized of 
pointing out the pernicious tendency of confiding implicitly in 
the natives. There are constant complaints of the dishonesty 
of the Chinese; but, notwithstanding, people go on trusting 
them as much as ever. As longas the eager competition 
which characterises business in China exists, and which scems 
to blind people to every dictate of prudence, we cannot hope 
that the trade will be anything less than delivering ourselves 
bound into the hands of the natives, who, by'combining to- 
gether, are easily able to work the markets as they choose. 
Credit to a certain extent must be given in order that business 
may be conducted at all; but to give it in the reckless way in 
which it is granted in China, must tend to undermine anything 
like sound trade. If there were no other, there is one very forcible 
reason why the Chinese are not fit persons to entrust with large 
sums of money in business. Whether they are more or less 
dishonest than foreigners is perhaps doubtful, but it is certain 
they are very much more speculative ; and there can, therefore, 
beSno security against a native hong of the highest standing one 
day being broken] up the next. Only within[the last week one 
of the oldest Chinese dealers, doing an enormous business, has 
become a bankrupt ; and we make not the slightest doubt that 
the same persons who are losing money by Eu-Tong will lose it 
again by the uext failure of a similar description. How long it 
will take to make people understand that in the long run prudent 
trade is the most profitable here no less than in other places, is 
a difficult question ; but sooner or later this principle must 
become recognised and acted upon if business in China is to be

anything else than a grand game aro Maines with a rapid for- 
tune for those who win, and bankruptcy for those who lose. 

A correspondent, writing from Tientsin under date of 2nd 
Nov. notes the arrival of the Hon. Anson Burlingame, 
Minister for the United States, at that port, onthe Ist. He 
also mentions that another French Missionary, who had escaped 
from the Corea, brought news confirming the murder of the 
crew and passengers on board the General Sherman; and that 
it was reported the unfortunate men had been beheaded, not 
burnt in the vessel, as formerly stated. 

The Inspector-General of Customs has since his return com- 
menced a vigorous investigation into the efficiency of the office. 
Within the last few days he appeared suddenly among the 
various employes at the Custom-house and submitted the 
Chinese students to au examination in the language. This 
unexpected proceeding was, we imagine, designed withthe view 
of preventing the possibility of “craming up.” 

From Newchwang the Shanghat Recorder is advised as fol- 
lows, under date Oct. 21:—We are now enjoying the most 
delicious autumn weather, sometimes a trifle too warm in the 
afternoon, and sometimes cold at night ; but the temperature is 
as pleasant as any one need desire. The great sensation of the 
year, that caused by the murder of General Pwav, Commander 
of the Tientsin soldicrs, on the 11th ult., has pretty well 
subsided. Five of the assassins are on their trial at Kaichow ; 
but common report is tolerably unanimous that the sword- 
rack leader Sun-le-fang ought to make one of the party. 
He would have been arrested long ago but for the 
friendship and support of a certain official, said to possess 
Court influence, who shall be nameless, but whose office 
is not unknown to foreign merchants and shipmasters. 
The successor of Sun’s victim, General Wang, has just gone 
off to a place in the eastern part of the province called Takoo- 
shan, where the rebels under Wangwoo Hochang (“the priest ’’) 
have been repeating their little games, and has taken away 
every soldier in Yingtazse! It is rumoured that some British 
troops are to be posted here for the winter ; if they are coming, 
they should lose no time about it. The British Consul has 
proposed a plan, which I believe is to be carried out, for the 
conveyance of our mails during the winter from Chefoo across 
the Miautaou Straits. In a sanitary {point of view we are all 
flourishing, but for the prevalence of impecuniosity (a disease 
which sometimes proves fatal), which has appeared most con- 
spicuously in the eastern or foreign quarter of the town. 

At the sale of Messrs. Jarvie, ‘Thorburns and Co.’s property , 
on the 13th Nov., the senior hong, with the out-houses, com- 
pradore’s rooms, &c., and flower garden, realised Tis. 9,100 ; 
the junior hong and three godowns, silk room and shed, Tis. 6,900. 
Twelve lotsof land on the Bubbling Well Road, containing 
23 mow, went for Tis. 450. Hull, a piece of land measuring 
about 10 mow, near the Ningpo joss-house, Tls. 65. Two lots 
of property in the concession at Chinkiang, measuring about 
70,000 square feet, went for Tis. 215 ; three others, aggregat- 
ing about 10 mow, Tls. 185. 

The Voiunteer meeting extending over three days has been 
favoured with tolerably fine weather. During the three days 
tho following prizes were shot for:—The Merchant’s Prize, 
value 150 taels, won by Sergeant Pearson ; the Taoutai’s Prize, 
value 150 taels, won by Trooper Evans; a Claret Jug, value 
15 guineas, presented by Edw. Morriss, Esq., won by Ensign 
Kidner ; the Challenge Cup, presented by R. J. Ashton, Esq., 
also won by Ensign Kidner; the Banker’s Prize, presented by 
the bankers of Shanghai, valued at 100 taels, won by Sergeant 
Pearson ; and the three Consolation Prizes, presented by the 
merchants of Shanghai and valued at 50 taels, 30 taels, and 20 
taels respeetively, these were for unsuccesful competitors for 
the furmer prizes, and were won by privates Kidner, ‘Turner, and 
Anderson.

The P. and O. mail of 10th October, arrived out on the 22nd 
Nov. The latest date is the 29th. The French mail of 17th 
October was expected on that day, but by telegrams up to the 
1st December she had not arrived. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

As usual, the French mail is delayed for several days beyond 
its advertised date of departure, owing to the non-arrival of the 
Shanghai steamer. Some alarm prevailed in the colony for up- 
wards of a week, in consequence of the discovery of a sus- 
pected plot for a piratical attack on the island. About the 
16th inst. a Chinese from the mainland appeared in Hong 
Kong and stated to one of the departments of the Government 
that he had in his possession a letter from one Chun Kwei Tsik, 
who was notorious during the war of 1856-57 for his exploits 
in the way of kidnapping foreigners, in which a conspiracy to 
make a descent upon the colony on the night of the 23rd inst. 
was revealed. This letter had fallen into the bearer’s posses- 
sion in the following manner. Two Chinese had entered his 
sugarcane patch at his native village and stolen some of the cane. 
On his seizing them with the help of his neighbours he found 
the suspicious letter on the person of one of them, and had at 
once resolved to lay the matter before the authorities of Hong 
Kong. This was a somewhat unusual though highly praise- 
worthy resolve for a Chinese villager, but as the document appeared 
to be genuine, and gave minute details as to the armament for the 
nocturnal foray, the Government of the colony thougut it as 
well to be on their guard. Guuboats were sent out to scruti- 
nise tac adjacent coast, and detachments of the trocps. were 
kept constantly under arms. Itso happened that the Regatta 
Ball was fixed for the night of the 25rd inst., which was also 
the date assigned for the projected attack, and a military guard 
occupied the antc-room of the club, in which the ball took 
place, thus giving a new zest to the “ gay and festive scene.” 
En revanche, however, many of the officers were prevented from 
leaving barracks, thus depriving the room of gay uniforms and 
causing the detained sufferers, no doubt, to emulate in respect 
to objurgations “our army in Flanders.” The night, however, 
passed off in peace, and investigations instituted by an officer 
specially despatched to Hong Kong by the Viceroy of the Two 
Kwang, at the instance of H.M.’s consul at Canton, have since 
then proved that the intercepted letter was no more than an 
ingenious device on the part of one body of villagers to injure, 
if possible, a rival clan. 

The alarm, if it may be so designated, has at least had the 
effect of showing the Chinese that we can be on the alert if 
necessary. Amoug the measures taken was a military (or rather 
naval) promenade inland by Commodore Jones, who landed with 
a body of blue jackets, and reconnoitred the suspected part 
of the coast for some five or six miles inland. 

The navy has been very active of late, and the Osprey and 
Opossum have again started on a pirate hunt, information having 
been received of the appearance of a piratical fleet in the Straits 
of Hainan, A military manderin accompanies the expedition. 
It is satisfactory to be able to note the conviction and sentence 
to death of one of the ringleaders in the shocking piracy and 
murder case of the Lubra, the captain of which (Howes) was 
shot in cold blood by the side of his wife. It is hoped that 
another of the gang may shortly be taken. 

In my last I mentiuned the disappearance of two brothers, 
natives of Hamburg, lately trading here as a commission firm. 
They effected their escape to Macao, but were given up by the 
Portuguese authorities and brought back to Hong Kong. Their 
affairs are now being investigated, and will not, it is said, show 
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so bad a result as might have been expected. They absconded 
under ill-judged advice. The new Chief Justice, Mr. Smale, has 
taken his seat on the Bench. It is rumoured that Mr. Whyte, 
the present First Police Magistrate, a highly efficient officer, is 
about to resign his post for the purpose of resuming the func- 
tions of a barrister. This will entail sundry official changes. 
Two important cases have been before the Courts lately,—both 
connected with the kidnapping trade. In the one case a 
Russian vessel (in reality an American ship merely using 
Russian colours’ for the purpose), was found with 550 coolies 
on board, at anchor at the back of the island, and was brought 
into harbour by a gunboat. No explanation could be clicited as 
to her mysterious appearance in Hong Kong waters, after clear- 
ing only a few hours previously from Macao, and on investiga- 
tion seven coolies were found on board who had actually been 
kidnapped away from Hong Kong, taken to Macao, and there 
embarked. The captain was prosccuted for false imprisonment, 
but the prosccution was eventually dropped by the Govern- 
ment out of courtesy to that of Macao, and the vessel was sent 
back thither for further inquiry. 

The second case arose from the transactions of Mr. W. Lob- 
scheid, the gentleman whose abandonment of the missionary 
profession for the more lucrative trade of coolie dealing has 
called forth much animadversion in the local press As you 
will have learned by prerious mails, some agents of this ex- 
reverend centleman were found in the act of detaining certain 
women who had been decoyed from Canton under false pretences, 
preparatory to placing them on board the ship J’ortland for 
transportation to Dutch Guiana, and these men were prosecuted 
for false imprisonment at the opening of the present sessions. 
The Chief Justice, in sentencing them to one year’s imprison- 
ment, regretted that their employers had not apyeared before 
him instead of themselves. 

The attcntion of the Government has been drawn by these 
recent cases to the evils of the present loose system under 
which so-called “emigration ” can be carried on in Hong Kong, 
and the enerzctic Sir R. MacDonnell will doubtless take steps 
towards remedying them. His Excellency increases in popu- 
larity in the colony in measure as the substantial wisdom of 
his actions in official matters is recognised: and even the op- 
ponents of his financial policy are becoming daily more recou- 
ciled to his administration,

“The cularzement of the reservoir at Pokfolum is now 
nearly completed. ‘Lhe bridge to the north of the Tiffin house 
may be said to form the noitheru boundary of the new reser- 
voir, which is thus about four times the size of the old one. We 
may now hope to havea plentiful supply ef the pure element 
winter and summer, instead of having, as of yore, an empty 
reservoir in the dry weather, and during the rains the prodigious 
waste of water that inevitably resulted from the smallness of the 
place constructed to retain it. The water that comes through 
the pipes at present is so very muddy as to be almost uscless. 
So soon as the works at Pokfolum are finished, and the water 
in the reservoir has settled, all that in the tanks on the Bon- 
ham-road and in the pipes ought to be allowed to run off. 

“A persecution on a sinall scale has been commenced against 
the Roman Catholic Christians on the opposite mainland, 
Three catechists residing with Father Volenteri, of the Italian 
Mission, in a small Christian village at the head of Mirs Bay, 
have been arrested and imprisoned by a party of fanatics from 
a neighbouring village, stirred into action by the gentry and 
literati, Father Volenteri, whose name was very favourably 
mentioned in an account published some short time ago in the 
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columns of a contemporary, of a picnic to Mirs Bay, and who 
is the author of the very excellent map now in the hands of the 
‘lithographers, is now in Hong Kong with a view to obtain- 
‘ing the aid and assistance of H. M.'s Government. He has also 
written to the Viceroy at Canton, and Pung Yee, the new 
Military Mandarin, whose appointment to the commandant-ship 
at Kowloong is noted in the Evening Mail, is in Hong Hong as 
much for the purpose of putting an end to the persecution of the 
Chinese Christians at Mirs Bay, as with a view to the investi- 
gation of the plot said to exist among the Chinese for the 
plunder of the city of Victoria. Whatever little foundation in 


‘fact this reported plot may have, Mirs Bay, the head quarters of 


the pirates of the East Coast, will probably turn out to be the 
‘birthplace of the design. 

“The works at Kowloong are progressing ay they have been 
progressing for the last two years, 7.¢., so slowly that it is diffi- 
cult to discover that anything is being done at all. The sca 
wall is still invisible, except at extreme low water, along three- 
‘fourths of its length, and as a consequence neither the praya 
nor the marine lots in rear of it can be filled in. What a 


heavy loss this procrastination must entail on the unfortunate 
landowners !”

THE HONG KONG GARRISON, 
(THE TIMES. ) 

. Nobody in this country, or, at any rate, nobody outside the Horse 
Guards, can have forgotten the terrible mortality among the British troops 
at Hong Kong a short time ago, or the causes to which that shameful 
saerifice of life was clearly traceable. These men died because they were 
sent to a place which should never, except under circumstances of obvious 
exigency, be garrisoned by European soldiers at all; because, bad as the 
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station was, no provision had been made for mitigating as far as possible 
the deadly effects of its climate ; troops, young, unacclimatised, 
and helpless, were put ashore without good lodging, shelter, or supervision ; 
and because, when sickness broke out, no timely measures were adopted 
for the relief or removal of the sufferers. Above all, it will be remembered 
that the poor wives and children of the men were the earliest victims of 
the pestilence, and that their doom showed how utterly unfit the station 
was for any such inhabitants. All these truths having been stamped upon 
the public mind by one of the most shocking stories ever related, let us see 
what benefit we are deriving from the lesson at the present moment, when 
it is, or should be, still fresh and forcible. 

A correspondent, writing from Hong Kong itself just six weeks ago, 
informs us that the “relief” of the garrison had been ordered. That 
measure, in itself, was certainly not premature. The 20th regiment now 
stationed on the island, had left eighty of its most sickly men in Japan 
which, compared with Hong Kong, is a healthy country; and yet, 0 
the survivors thus supposed to be effective, an average of a hundred were 
usually in hospital while the rest of the battalion would be incapable of a 
five miles’ march. In fact, we are told, and with very good reason if 
the statistics are true, that the regiment may be ‘ practically struck off 
the efficient strength of the army.” So we need not complain that the 
unfortunate corps is to be relieved, though we do complain very much 
that it should be relieved by another battalion of Europeans. Waiving 
this point, however, for the moment, and assuming that some regiment of 
the line must needs take the place of the 20th, let us see how far the 
mere management of the matter is likely to be improved. The 73rd, the 
corps designated for this unwelcome service, was to be sent out, not in 
steamers, but in sailing vessels. The immediate consequence of this 
little economy would be a certain loss of time, which loss of time would 
bring the new garrison to Hong Kong exactly as the hot and deadly 
season was fairly setting in; whereas, had this time been earlier the poor 
fellows would have had a few weeks fine weather to begin with. They, 
take with them, notwithstanding the example of 1865, about a hundred 
women and children. We will not annoy with a repetition of the neglect 
and mismanagement which left the Ith without lodging or proper 
protection on its arrival ; but if the 20th, after a fair experience of the 
station, is actually at this moment unfit for service owing to the intolerable 
nature of the climate and duty, what will be the probable lot of a new re- 
giment of Europeans, arriving at the worst period of the year, to begin 
the same experience afresh? How many women and children, asks our 
correspondent, will go the way of their predecessors before the end of a 
Chinese summer ? 

We do not attempt to answer these questions, though our military 
authorities may assure themselves that they will be asked in no uncertain 
tones, should the occasion unhuppily arise. But we must go at once to 
the root of the matter, and ask why a regiment of Europeans should be 
sent to such a place at all. We maintain that there is every({reason against 
and no reason in favour of such a policy. European soldiers, even under 
the best care, suffer so inevitably at euch stations that nothing short of 
necessity can justify theiremplovment. At Hong Kong there is not and 
cannot be any such necessity imagined. There is no great political fabric to 
be sustained, no rival force to be controlled, no high Imperial policy to be 
accomplished. The duty of the garrison consists mainly, we believe, in 
mounting guard over Government stores, and in performing the ordi- 
nary service of a local police. Of course such duty, unimportant 
as it is in itself, involves nightwork, and thus becomes doubly dan- 
gerous ; but what is to be thought of a military administration which 
exposes the most precious elements of national strength to such wanton 
waste for the sake of such trivial service? We are a great Asiatic Power, 
aud it is one of the obligations of our position that we should keep troops 
in the East ; but these troops should be husbanded and reserved for the 
protection of Imperial interests, and not thrown away on duties which could 
be discharged just as satistactorily by native levies. If we are an Eastern 
Power, we have also the resources of such a Power at our command. We 
rule an Empire with a population of 150 millions—a large proportion of 
them born soldicrs, and only too ready for a military life. ft is not in 
India as it is in England, where every regiment raised and exported re- 
presents so much abstraction from the strength of the country. There are 
no limits to the military resources of India. We could levy army after 
army for our service, and the troops would have all the advantage and im- 
munities of natives in a trying climate. If Hong Kong, for instance, were 
garrisoned by Si.hs, the Sikhs would suffer nothing. and we should have a 
regiment fit for duty, instead of a battalion in hospital. There never.was 
such a wanton waste of power and life as in our sending European troops 
to these Chinese stations. If there must be some representative detach- 
ment of the British army in those parts, common sense teaches us that it 
should be collected at the healthiest place discoverable, instead of which 
we distribute our men over stations where they are not required, and where, 
indeed, if they were required, they could not be reckoned upon as fit for 
duty. To bring the whole question to a single point, what can possibly be 
the use of a British regiment at a place where the ordinary and natural in- 
fluence of the climate reduces it to the condition of the 1lth ‘two years 
ago, and the 20th at the present moment ? 

It cannot be said that these things are unknown, sg they do not 
appear to be unconsidered. The military authorities in India surely un- 
derstand them, and there is now an Indian Department attached to the 
Horse Guards. if a petty economy, as is alleged, is at the bottom of the 
matter, no words can te too strong for the condemnation of such mur- 
derous mismanagement. It has been said that Indian garrisons involve 
Indian allowances, but what are these allowances in comparison with the 
value of British soldiers? Fortunately the country is now thoroughly 
alive to the impertance of this vital question, nor will such things remain 
longer without notice or complaint. The last of the Demerara story is 
still to come, but from what we have heard it seems as if the case was much 
worse than the report. The garrison on that occasion was happily small, 
consisting of only one company of the 16th Regiment; but if, as it 
was said, two-and-twenty officers and men perished out of a number 
probably not reaching sixty, the proportion of the mortality must havet 
been great indeed. High time itis that such inhuman waste—for waste it 
is—was checked. It never should have been tolerated, and we now know 
that it is to be sustained,

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FRANCE AND KOREA. 


Ir is amusing to note how persistently the French Govern- 
ment organs ignore the telegraphic intelligence we receive and 
publish, when its tenor happens to be unfavourable to the 
Imperial cause, and how triumphantly they produce some 
glowing passage, dug out of an official despatch from Admiral 
Roz of a far earlier date, as a salve for the injured vanity of 
the Grand Nation. Thus, at the very momcnt when a special 
telegram received by us via Kiachta, confirming the defeat and 
expulsion of the French forces was being quoted in every 
English journal, the Moniteur had a grand flourish of trumpets 
about an “ Official Despatch” (with a big O anda big D) in 
which Admiral Roz announces “ the capture of the important 
city; of Kanghoa,” with a further statement to. the effect 
that “satisfaction had been demanded from the Sovereign of 
Korea,” and that “the negotiations had taken a favourable 
turn.” The, Moniteur is far too well tutored to inform its 
readers that the latest “ turu ” taken by affairs is in the shape 
of a “turn out” of the French forces, and a humiliating retreat 
from Korean waters. 

Of course the disaster is not irretrievable, and the offended 
Majesty of France will doubtless soon be vindicated by a new 
and more successful effort. And we would have it distinctly 
understood that we do not begrudge the French one iota of 
the glory nor of any more substantial advantages they may 
reap from their Korean conquests ix posse. It is clearly open 
to any nation to resent such an outrage as the massacre of a num- 
ber of its subjects for no other offence than that of intruding into 
a secluded country ; but at the same time we should like toknow 
what particular form the resentment is to take in the present 
instance. “Satisfaction” is an exceedingly vague term. Does 
if mean merely an apology and a pecuniary indemnity? 
If so, that is a matter which concerns only the two nations in- 
terested. Or a commercial treaty as well? That, if once 
conceded to the French, would doubtless be readily extended to 
ourselves also for a mere asking—or at most at the cost only 
of a slight “demonstration.” Or does it mean a cession of 
territory ? In this last, and by no means improbable case, care 
should be taken that France does not thereby become the do- 
mipant power in North China, at the expense of our own hardly 
earned prestige. In all our late operations against China the 
French have been invited to co-operate, and have in each case 
readily availed themselves of the opportunity; it is not un- 
reasonable to suppose, therefore, that they would have returned 
the compliment in the present instance had they not enter- 
tained some ulterior designs which rendered isolation more 
desirable. It seems to us that both the American and English 
Governments have in the General Sherman affair as good a 
casus belli as need be. Although but two British subjects were 
on board that vessel and they were in a position in which the 
British Government does not usually undertake to protect its 
subjects, the opportunity should not be lost of giving cordial 
assistance to our neighbours in any operations they may under- 
take either to vindicate the cause of humanity or to promote 
the development of commerce, and at the same time of guard- 
ing our own interests from the prejudicial effect of any undue 
encroachments they may be tempted to essay. 
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THE TEA TRADE. 

Tre writer of an article in the Produce Alarkels Review, in 
reviewing the course of the market for the past year, recom- 
mends that the Chinese should themselves consign to London 
direct. This would of course have the effect of abolishing the 
China firms now engaged in the trade, it would be an unpre- 
cedented thing in almost any trade, and certainly not one 
suited to the interests of English merchants generally. If the 
native owners and growers of the produce of India and China 
adopt such steps, it is certainly bringing trade to a curious 
pass. No doubt great blame is to be attached to the 
representatives of houses in China who allowed such prices 
to be® given, and it is of the last importance that such mis- 
takes should not be repeated; it mustYhowever be remem- 
bered, that these high prices have been mainly$produced by the 
prices given by the London dealers last year. ‘This has caused 
immense ruin to the trade, and has of course increased the diff- 
culty with the Chinese holders for the next year, as they will 
come with the same story when the season opens, about high 
prices, short crops, &c. We quite agree with the statement that 
all the information gained by our merchants in China as 
to the real condition of things “ up country ” is unreliable and 
to a great extent a pack of lies; they are not blind to all 
these dodges and certain'y do not put the faith in them which 
the writer assumes. We can quite appreciate the intentions of the 
writer, which are simply to put an end to the late high prices 
and consequent losses ; and we can assure him that he will be 
able to buy on pretty well his own terms if the competition 
between the foreign houses in China ceases, seeing that no 
man more appreciates the nimble dollar than a Chinaman. They 
are very averse to “consigning,” and will only do sounder peculiar 
circumstances, involving other advantages from the firm through 
whom they ship. Independent of the high rates given in England 
last season, the buyers in China for the present one had before 
them the expected incrcase of consumption, the total estimated 
at twelve million pounds a month ; and the consumption with the 
export has actually averaged this year about eleven and a-half 
million pounds, while the export from «il China in last season 
was only about 115 millions, and for this season, according to the 
latest accounts, it will not excced 120, This combined with 
the fact that orders had been sent out to buy on Russian 
and other account at extreme limits, caused the high 
ptices we have had so seriously to lament. A great deal of the 
mischief is caused by the keen competition for the first chops 
which come to market, and the houses who are acting on com- 
mission, in many cases outbid the merchants operating on their 
own account, and once the price is conceded it is most difficult 
to obtain any reduction. It is quite evident that there is 
plenty of tea for every operator in China if they would only 
wait, but of course they cannot be all supplied at once ; and the 
Chinese seeing the great avidity which exists to get off the first 
clipper ships, would be very soft indeed if they did not hold out 
for extreme rates. This haste to get off the ships is at the 
root of the evil. Instead of sweeping away the China mer- 
chants, we say sweep off the commission orders, and the credits 
granted by brokers and others to Tea tasters and people of no 
means. Leave the trade to those who properly represent it, and 
they will manage it to their own profit and to the advantage of 
the trade and consumer at home. The prices lately ruling 
are not low except by comparison, they are much higher 
than those ruling ten and fifteen years since, and with the large 
increase in production in China it is only fair to assume that the 
cost is less and not more now than then. An opinion, we know, 
obtains in Mincing-lane that prices will rise at the end of the 
present month. The importers are holding off, and rates are 
already 1d. higher. We shall be curious to watch the result, for 
in the present condition of the market there is opportunity for 
speculating on the deliveries and arrivals forthe next few months. 
There is certainly room for doubt on the subject whether the 
trade will not be disposed toincrease their stocks, while importers 
will increase their demands as os natural response to such a 
movement, and then comes the point,—will the dealers give in? 
Another change in the tea trade is also talked of, which is a 
reduction in the prompt from three months to one. This is 
partly owing to the proposed alteration in the usance of bills 
drawn in China against shipments, which it will be remem- 
bered the banks notified would be from the 1st instant, only 
purchased at four instead of six months’ sight. To attempt 
this alteration would be simply transferring the financial 
difficulty to the buyers, which would restrict, business,J and 
soon tell against the importer, 4 
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THE HONG KONG GARRISON. 
A CORRESPONDENT, signing “ A Weti-Wisuer,” writing to The 
Times from Hong Kong, on the 14th November—published on 
2nd inst.—calls attention to the fact of the War-office authori- 
ties having again committed the grievous mistake of despatching 
troops from England by sailing vessels at a time which will give 
their arrival in Hong Kong in the hot season. He also asks, why 
send European troopsat all, why not send Indian troops? Shortly 
after these lines were penned tho writer would learn from our 
journal that the troops were not despatched by a sailing vessel, 
but by the steamer (/olden Fleece. This vessel was delayed in her 
despatch, but left Cork on the 24th November, and although 
her steam power is small, she should arrive at Hong Kong 
about the end of February. ‘This would give the troops time 
to prepare for the ensuing hot season, which commences in May, 
not in March. So far, this is an improvement on the lamented 
results which occurred to the 11th and 20th Regiments. With 
regard to the advisability of despatching these troops at all, 
there exists considerable difference of opinion both at home and 
at Hong Kong. It is argued that troops are stationed at Hong 
Kong, not for the protection of the place itself,}but to be at 
hand should disturbances arise at any of our treaty ports in 
China or Japan, and there is no question but that the moral 
influeuce of an English garrison is far beyond the weight of a 
native Indian one, and we decidedly advocate that the garrison 
should consist of about one-half Euglish soldiers ; but we quite as 
strongly advocate that there should be some Indian troops, and 
it is utterly suicidal for any economical motives to be allowed 
to interfere withsuch an arrangement. Although no sudden emer- 
gency has arisen of late years either in Hong Kong, Canton, or the 
coast ports, it is part of the Asiatic character to be subtle and 
uncertain, and we all know what an immense benefit it is to 
have at our disposal a few British soldiers. Their natures are, 
of course different, and while Indian troops would consider it a 
terrible bore to be suddenly put on board ship, the English 
soldier would be delighted at the order which brought some re- 
lief to the ennuz which must necessarily hang over garrison life 
at Hong Kong. Old residents at that place will not forget that 
we have had to act on the defensive against the Chinese in- 
habitants of the colony, and although they have now to a large 
extent, vested interests in the place which tend to preserve 
order, still, it is by no means certain that the respectable 
members of their community can control the bulk, and equally 
certain is it that the danger would be immensely increased 
should the garrison consist of entirely Indian troops. The 
Chinese have a certain contempt for them, and have often 
laughed at them in ccld weather ; when mounting guard they 
looked about as much at home with their muskets as a 
cow would.. Of course we know that the Sikhs are 
used to cold, and are not to be included in this re- 
spect with the ordinary Bengal or Madras troops, but we also 
know that they are not well suited for Hong Kong garrison pur- 
poses, and as a rule, are not fit to leave India except to march, 
fight an enemy, and return. Since the above was in type the 
mail has been delivered, and our correspondent at Hong Kong 
reports an intended rising of the Chinese. This confirms very 
speedily the desirability of having English troops on the spot. 





REVISION OF THE TREATY WITII CHINA. 

Eraut years have now elapsed since the signature of the 
Treaty of Tien-tsin, and the time is rapidly approaching when 
an opportunity will present itself of obtaining further conces- 
sions from the Chinese Governmert, or of making some modi- 
fication in the existing provisions. Glancing back over the 
period which has elapsed since the stormy episude of 1859- 
6C, we cannot but pay a tribute of admiration to the sagacity 
of the great Statesman who drew up the Tien-tsin Treaty. In 
Lord Exarn the British Government possessed a representative 
endowed with the highest administrative ability conjoined with 
a strict sense of the theoretical rights of settlers in a foreign 
country. The minute details of trade received at his hands all 
requisite attention, while the general principle of international 
rights were guarded by the most elaborately constructed 
restrictions. ‘Ihe treaty as it now exists, an:l as it has worked 
for the past eight years, is purely Lord Exeiy’s handiwork, for 
the part assumed by the Chinese plenipotentiaries KweiLiane 
and HuasHANa was assentive and nothing more. In spite of 
the tendency of British merchants to grumble, and express 
dissatisfaction with everything and everybody that tends to 
restrict the development of trade, few if any could be found to 
abuse the treaty or find fault with aught save its adminstration 
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under the hands of Ministers imbued with an iverplicable 
veneration for Chinese ideas and precedents. What is 
demanded is a liberal interpretation of the treaty; we might 
even go further and assert that a literal interpretation would 
meet the wants and wishes of the majority of the foreign mer- 
chants in.China. To us it has ever been matter of surprise 
how the representative of a Western Power at the Court of 
Peking appears to be inevitably fated to take a Chinese rather 
than a European view of questions submitted to his decision. 
We should expect that the Minister would endeavour to lead 
the native Government into the adoption of a liberal policy, 
but if this endeavour be made we very seldom behold the fruits 
of it. The mercantile community in China comprises a larger 
amount of intelligent and educated men than does any similar 
body, number for number, in other parts of the world. Sugge:- 
tions coming from these men are well weighed, carefully discussed 
and traced through all their possible results before they are 
finally brought to light. Yet it is extraordinary how few of 
these suggest'ons have beeu considered worthy of adoption, 
and how rarely the Minister has considered himself justified in 
pressing for the rights or privileges claimed under implied 
concessions in the treaty. 

The principle upon which the treaty was drawn up is 
sufficiently intelligible, namely, to make special provisions 
where such provisions were indispensable, but to enounce 
general rules admitting of a certain laxity of interpretation 
wherever it was possible to do so. On the other hand, 
the principle of interpretation adopted is essentially different. 
It aims at bringing every article to a well defined limit, and to 
construe the provisions as though their meaning were as accu- 
rately bounded as is that of the tariff. It may therefore be 
thought that what is required is a change in the administration 
of the treaty rather than a change in the treaty itself. Still 
as Article 27 provides for the revision of the tariff and com- 
mercial articles after the expiration of ten years, we may fairly 
inquire what alterations are required, and how fur our position 
in China might be improved by a revision. The indemnity 
having been paid, eager guidnuncs are ready to prophecy all 
sorts of unlooked for changes in the posture assumed hitherto 
by the Chinese authorities. The customs at the open ports 
arc to be removed from foreign guidance, various concessions 
are to be rescinded, and the position of the foreign communities 
is to bo altered for the worse. Such predictions are vain and 
uscless. We have, it is true, lost a certain hold upon the 
Chinese Government, but they and we are bound by a stronger 
tie than that of mere pecuniary indebtedness. Mutual interest 
must carry the day against old-fashioned prejudices, and there- 
fore we are under no apprehension of an anti-foreigu outbreak 
as a sequel to the discharge of the Chinese debt. Rather are 
we disposed to anticipate the inauguration of a new and more 
friendly relation as a consequence of the independence which 
the Government must now for the first time feel. The time 
seems favourable for an appeal to the good sense of the Chinese, 
who have had ample experience of the general rectitude of 
foreigners and of their unwillingness to bring brute force into 
operation whenever diplomacy may be trusted to. The tendency 
manifested of late years by the British representative in China 
has been to repress mercantile enterprise whenever it has been 
directed towards an extension of intercourse with the natives. 
As a matter of fact it has been found that the nearer foreigners 
have approached to the producing districts the dearer has 
produce become. ‘This, however, we believe to be a post hoc 
not a propter hoc result ; at any rate it has had of itself no 
influence upon the policy of the English Minister. 

Merchants are ready to take the risk of enhanced prices if only 
they be permitted to penetrate into the interior and bring them- 
selves into direct contact with the native producers and con- 
sumers, The question has been often argued, but so far as we 
discover the treaty provides explicitly for the safety and can 
encouragement of those who are willing to adventure themselves 
and their merchandise in the interior. By Article 9 they are 
authorised to travel for their pleasure or for purposes of trade 
to all parts of the interior,” and if their passports are found 
to be in order they are to be allowed to proceed wherever they 
choose, no opposition being offered to the hire of persons or 
vessels for the carriage of baggage “or merchandise.” Acting 
upon this, silk merchants who had suffered from the danger 
aud delay incident to the transport of cargo by native boats 
adopted the plan of sending steam vessels of light draught into 
the inner waters. But the English Minister, at the suggestion 
of some pig-headed Chinese official, quickly interrupted this 
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arrangement. Steamboats are not mentioned in the treaty, and 
therefore steamboats cannot be allowed to run between Shanghai 
and Soochow. Were not the consequences so important we 
should be disposed to characterise the reasoning as simply 
ludicrous. - As well might foreigners be forbidden to travel on 
horseback because ponies are not mentioned in the treaty. 
Again, if an additional argument were reqnired it might be 
found in Article 12, which sets forth that British subjects 
“ whether at the ports or at other places” desiring to open or 
build houses, warehouses, churches, hospitals or burial grounds, 
shall be permitted to purchase land or buildings for these pur- 
poses. ‘lhis scems to be a categorical statement of a simple 
fact, and as such various British merchantsattempted to act upon 
it. But, like certain of the ancient mysteries whereof the rites 
possessed two essentially different significations, one, exoteric, 
which was what impressed the spectators ; and a second, esoteric, 
which was understood by the experts alone; so this article of 
the treaty, which to the vulgar conveys one very plainly ex- 
pressed meaning, has to the initiated a meaning which not only 
differs from the obvious one, but is diamctricaily omposcd to it. 
It is to be expounded thus, that if British subjects like to do 
so they may purchase land and buildings, and call them burial 
grounds, churches, hospitals, houses or what not, but residence 
therein or in their neighbourhood for purposes of trade or 
. pleasure is quite another thing, is not mentioned in the treaty 
and therefore cannot be permitted. We have already more than 
once alluded to the destruction of Messrs. JARDINE, MATHESON 
and Co.’s godowns in the silk districts, but we now again adduce 
it as an example of the direct violation of a treaty-privilege as 
drawn from the common senso interpretation of Article 12. Of 
course with our limited lights we must decline to discuss the 
bearing of the other interpretation upon the same event. It 
has been objected that the Chinese version of this article docs 
not bear out the view which we take. So much the worse for 
the Chinese version, for Article 50 provides that, with respect 
to the treaty itself, in the event of there being any difference 
between the English and Chinese text, the English Government 
will hold the sense as expressed in the English text to be the 
correct sense. No doubt, were foreigners permitted to reside at 
different cities in the interior, or wherever they might choose to 
settle themselves, a great responsibility would be incurred, and 
difficulties of no mean order might be anticipated ; but with this 
we have nothing to do, we merely take the treaty as it stands, 
and assert the rights of foreigners under it. But while, on the 
one hand, where forcign claims are concerned a rendering of the 
treaty which falls within its strict letter is adopted, on the other 
we have to complain of a corresponding laxity where the claims 
of the Chinese come into court. As nearly a3 possible the tariff 
has been framed upon the imposition of a 5 per cent. duty ad 
valorem upon all imports, goods thus imported being subject to 
an additional tax of 24 per cent. when sent into the interior. 
Further, this inland transit duty is payable at the port of entry, 
and on payment thereof the goods are exempted from all further 
inland charges. Seven and a-half per cent. ad valorem upon 
goods intended for consumption in the interior is a fair rate, 
erring neither on the side of laxity nor of extortion. But it alto- 
gether fails to represent the levies actually made at the barriers, 
and against these levies merchants are unceasingly protesting. 
In dealing with such a people as the Chinese we ‘must adopt a 
give and take principle, wink at little infractions of our rights, 
and enjoy corresponding privileges which we could not actually 
efforce. But when all the giving is to be on one side and all 
the taking upon the other, we necessarily fall back upon the 
literal version of the treaty and claim the rights secured by it. 
Let the Chinese be required tocomply with Art. 53.andin conjunc- 
tion with the European Powers devise measures for the suppres- 
sion of piracy ; let them be forcibly reminded of Article 32, 
which treats of the erection of beacons and lighthouses, and the 
distribution of buoys and lightships; let them no less be com- 
pelled toact up to Article 20, and protect the lives and property 
of British subjects wrecked upon their coasts. These we have 
a right to demand, apart from any peculiar mode of interpreta- 
tion, but we have hitherto had many opportunities of pointing 
out the neglect of each ove of them. 

When the treaty comes to be revised, the question of opening 
new ports will, in all probability, be agitated. At present it 
would appear as if the inlets we posscss were amply sufficient 
for our trade ; it will be remembered, however, that out of the 
fourteen open ports one is not resorted to. The city of Kiung- 
chow, in Hainan, offers nv inducement to foreign merchants, and 
it would therefore be well to exchange it for one in a more 
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port on the Yangtsze or one in the neighbourhood of the Yellow 
River as the most advisable in the event of an exchange being 

proposed. Even an exclusively British colony in Hainan would 

be of no use to the English crown, save asa possible check upon 

the French in Cochin China; but while thcre is no probability 

of England being called to interfere in the exploits ofthe French 

in that remote quarter of the globe, Hong Kong is sufficiently 

near for all purposes of the kind. At present we know little or 

nothing regarding the resources of the districts surrounding the 

Yellow River, save only that they are wealthy and productive. 

If possible, therefore, our next settlement should be placed 

either within this terra incognita or in as close proximity as 

possible to it. ‘he nature of the municipal government within 

the various foreign settlements should also engage the attention 

of our treaty-framers. At present the systems adopted 
by tho English and French communities are merely ten- 

tative, and require careful consolidation under the joint aus- 

pices of the forcign Powers aud the Chinese Government. 

So also the course of legal procedure in mixed cases 
mivht, with advantage to all partics concerned, be modified, 
the Chinese thereby gaining increased confidence in the opera- 
tion of English law, while English subjects would lose nothing 
by the recognition of the right of the Chinese to watch the 
proceedings officially in all cases wherein natives might appear 
as plaintiffs, The extradition article will, we have little doubt, 
be made the subject of discussion—whether a Chinese who for 
a political offence is obliged to fly from his authorities and take 
refuge under British protection should be given up to torture 
and death. Much might be said upon both sides; we opine, 
however, that as the regulation now existing has hitherto worked 
well it will be adhered to. Article 46, by permitting tho local 
maudarins at each port to adopt whatever means they may 
judge most proper to prevent the revenue suffering from fraud 
or smuggling, admits of the framing of port regulations such as 
obtain at Shanghai, under the jurisdiction of the Harbour 
Master. It would be well were the right to draw up such rules 
stated more explicitly, inasmuch as considerable difficulty was 
at first experienced at Shanghai in gaining the assent of the 
merchants to the harbour regulations as published by the Har- 
bour Master. Some definite rules are indispensable, but those 
upon whom they first weizh are apt to recoil under the pressure, 
and question the authority which imposes restrictions upon 
them. And lastly as regards article 51, which prohibits the 
use of the character }2 (barbarian) in any official document, we 
would steer a middle course between the two schools of sino- 
logues who respectively represent 17% to be an epithet of abuse, 
aud a mere harmless designation. We would recommend the 
oraission of the article aud its replacement by one which in 
general terms requires courtesy in word and deed from the sub- 
jects of ench nation towards those of the other. By so doing 
the prohibition will carry a wider signification, and a larger 
discretion will be aliowed to foreign officials in accepting or 
rejecting correspondeuce couched iu a strain of questionable 
politeness. 





A SrarrMent having been put forth by some of the daily 
papers, to the effect that the Government has refused leave for 
the creation of a new Bishopric in the North of China, we deem 
it advisable to confirm the announcement made in our last issue, 
that Lord Stanley has only desired delay in order tv obtain the 
opinion of the British Minister in China, before giving a de- 
cision. The new Bishop will therefore be consecrated at once, 
and leave for Hong Kong without waiting for the result. 


In our advertising columns will be found the announcement 
of the JZasr Inpra AssociaTion, a newly-founded institution for 
promoting Indian interests. The rules of the Association, as 
now published, appear well calculated to ensure its efficiency, 
and the list of members alrcady enrolled (nearly 100 in num- 
ber), includes many influential names. It has been suggested 
that the utility of the Association would be greatly increased 
were it extended to China as well as India, and we are authorised 
to state, that should a sufficient number of merchants and 
others interested in China join it, a special committee will be 
formed out of the members whose sole attention will be de- 
voted to the consideration of affairs connected with China. It 
would appear specially desirable to enrol as many “life members” 
as possible, as this form of subscription presents great advan- 
tages tothe members, while it will ensure such a fund being 
raised as would ensure the permanency of the institution. 
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THE RUSSO-AMERICAN TELEGRAPH AND PROSPEO- 
TIVE RUSSIAN TELEGRAPH EXTENSIONS. 

We have from time to time recorded in a fragmentary manner 
the gradual progress made with this important undertaking, but 
now that it approaches completion it may be serviceable to re- 
capitulate some of the details, and gencrally to review the entire 
scheme, as well as others which are in contemplation to follow it. 

The line properly called the ‘‘ Western Union Telegraph, Russian Ex- 
tension,” commences at Nicolaefsk, at the mouth of the River Amoor, 
Oriental Siberia, and terminates at New Westminster, British Columbia. 
The whole route has been surveyed and found practicable. The greatest 
difficulties are met with between Nicolaefsk and Okhotsk, where it is neces- 
sary in some instances to transport timber twenty or thirty miles across 
high mountain ranges. 
of Ghijinsk, the line will run along the coast of the Sea of Okhotsk, keep- 
ing in some instances inside of the coast range of mountains. From Yamsk 
to Ghishigga'(or Ghijigga) the line runs along the shore of the Gulf of Ghi- 
jinsk, which is also called Ghishigga Bay. Ghishigga has been selected by 
Lieut.-Col. Abasa, H.J.M.’s Chief of the Asiatic Division, as his head- 

uarters and base of operations. From Ghishigga the line will extend to 
the Pengina River, follewing its course to the mountain range which divides 
the Pengina from the River Main, a tributary of the Anadyr, and thus 
along the River Anadyr to its mouth, whence a cable 200 miles long will 
be run across to Cape Shpauberg. From Cape Shpauberg a land line 
will be laid to Semavine Straits, whence a cable 180 miles in length will 
cross Behring’s Straits to Grantly Harbour, in the Bay of Port Clarance, 
Russian America. Here the land line commences, and extends to the 


southern bend of the Kvickpack River, north of Michaelefski; on reaching 


the Kvickpack it follows up that stream to Lewis River, along whose banks 
it continues to its head waters. 
to the River Streekeen, it follows that stream to its western bend, and then 
strikes through an open country along a chain of lakes in British Columbia, 


where the Frazer River takes its rise; after which it keeps the banks of 


that river to its mouth, and terminates at New Westminster. 

Captain Mayhood and Lieutenant Bush, of the company’s setvice, ex- 
plored the route between Nicolaefsk and Okhotsk last winter. Between 
Okhotsk and Ghishigga the survey was made by Licut.-Col. Abasa, Cap- 
tain Kennons, who accompanied Col. Abasa in a land journey through 


Kamschatka, from Petropaulofski to Ghishigga, explored from the latter 


point to Anadyrskoi, onthe River Anadyr; Lieut. Macrae, who had been 
landed with an exploring party at the mouth of the Anadyr, made a cir- 
cuitous journey in the country of the Tchuckchus to Anadyrskoi. In the 
meantime Captain Kennon continued his explorations to the mouth of the 
Anadyr, and returned to Anadyrskoi in time to meet Mr. Macrae. 

There is no timber on the Anadyr; a strip or belt of larch 


trees, extending half a mile on either side of the River Main, yields 
suitable poles for telegraph purposes’; a sufficient number have bien 
cut and distributed ready for erection for a distance of 400 miles along he 


banks of the Main and the Anadyr. Contracts have been made and mp 
are at work at the several principal points along the coast of the sea of Ok- 
hotsk, particularly at Penjina, Ghishigga, Yamsk, Okhotsk and Ayan, and a 
large body of workmen is expected to arrive from Yakutsk during the 
winter. One of the company’s vesse\’s reached Ghishigga in July laden 
with material and carrying as passengers American employés. Two other 
vessels with material and between forty and fifty employs were daily ex- 
pected at Ghishigga, and other vessels had sailed from San Francisco for 
Anadyr Bay, Michaelofski, and other’pvuints. 
lineis already completed in America, north of New Westminster, under 
the superintendence of Capt. Conway, and the work of construction is 
being rapidly forwarded. 

Col. Bulkely and Lieut.-Col. Knox sailed from San Francisco in 
June last for the coast of Asia, in the company’s steam-ship Wright. At 
Petropavlofski Col. Bulkely received the reports of the operations that 
had been carried on on this continent, and then made for Behring’s Sea 
and Michaelofski, at which latter place he expected to meet Major Kenni. 
cott, who has charge of the explorations and construction in Russian- 
America, he having been left last year at the mouth of the river Kvichpick 
with an exploring party and a small screw-steamer to ascend that river, 
which it has been ascertained is navigable for a distance of 1,500 miles, a 
fact which will greatly facilitate the construction of the line. The cables 
for Behring’s Sea and Anadyr Bay were shipped from England in Feb. 
last, and have probably ere this reached their respective destinations, 

The fleet of the company consists of one ocean and four river steamers, 
one clipper-ship of 2,00) tons and five barques. This number of vessels 
will probably be increased during this winter. The United States Go- 
vernment has assigned a war-ship to the service of the company, and the 
Russian Government has placed H.I.M.’s corvette Vartag at the disposi- 
tion of the company during the present year. 

Mr. Anosoff, on the staff of the Governor-General of Orienta) Siberia, 
who had received a commission from H.I.M.’s Government to procecd 
to New York, the head-quarters of the company, returned ria San Fran- 
cisco, whence he was accompanied by Col. Bulkely to Petropavlofski ; 
thence he started for Nicolaefsk by way of Ghishigga and Okhotsk with 
Col. Knox, who arrived here en route for St. Petersburg on the 2nd 
instant. 

The Russian Telegraph in Oriental Siberia, passing from St. Peters- 
burg to Kiachta, on the frontier of Mongolia and Siberia, was completed 
in 1865. From the town of Verkin Udinsk, about sixty miles to the east 
of Lake Baikal, the poles are erected, with the exception of a few breaks, 
as far as Stretijinsk, on the Amoor, the terminus of the steamers plying to 
and from Nicolaefsk, which is situated at the mouth ofthe Amoor. In the 
vicinity of all the villages within three hundred miles to the east of Streti- 
jinsk poles are now being fixed—as well as at Blazoneychinsk, and con- 
tracts are being made at the villages beyond the last mentioned town. All 
the matcrial for the line bas been received at Nicolaefsk from Cronstadt, 
and a large part of it is already dissributed on the banks of the Amoor. 
Between Nicolaefsk and Khabarofka the line is already in working order ; 
the latter town is situated at the junction of the Usuri andthe 
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From the town of Okhotsk to Yamsk, in the Gulf

extends to the harbour3 of Viadivastok and Passiah, the most southerf 
parts of the recently acquired Russian possessions in Mandjuria.

SAM MENDEL’S EXPORT TABLES. 

The annual tables issued by Mr. Sam Mendel, detailing the quantity of 
cotton goods exported from the ports of London, Liverpool, Southampton, 
and the Clyde, during the twelve months ended 17th ‘December, 1866, as 
compared with the exports in the same periods of the three previous years, 
have been published.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trddé Returns for the month of November, 
and for the period of eleven months ended 30th November, 
1866, have been published. The exports from the United 
Kingdom during the month of November amounted in value 
to £15,080,430; in the same month of 1865 their value was 
£15,567,742, and in November, 1864, £12,065,213. These 
figures show that the value of the exports in Nov., 1866, was 
£487,312 less than the value for the same month of 


'1865, and £3,015,217 above the value for the corresponding 


month of 1864. The value of the exports during the eleven 
months of 1866 ended 30th November shows a total of 
£173,913,222, against £150,832,344 for the same period of 
1865, and £148,340,865 for the eleven months of 1864. The 
increase in value for 186G over 1865 is thus shown to be 
£29,080,878, and over 1864, £25,572,357. Of the enumerated 
imports into the United Kingdom the returns are given up to 
thé 3lst October. Their total value for that mouth is as follows : 
—October, 1866, £19,530,442 ; October, 1865, £23,606,789 ; 
and October, 1864, £20,309,746, showing an increase im value 
for 1865 over 1866 of £4,076,347, and for 1864 over 1866 of 
$779,304. For the ten months ended 31st Oct., 1866, the value 
of the importa was £198,698,047, against £160,909,954 dating 
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the corresponding period of 1865, and £181,283,856 in the 
ten months of 1864. Although the imports for October 1866 
present a decrease in value as compared with those of the two 
preceding years, yet for the periods of ten months a steady 
increase is shown amounting to £)2,414,191 for 1866 over 
1864 and £33,388,093 for 1866 over 1865. The extent and
